This office action is in response to the amendment filed on March 16, 2006. 
Claims 18, 19, 22 and 27 are pending in this application. 



Withdrawn Rejections/Objections: 

Applicant is notified that any outstanding rejection/objection that is not expressly 
maintained in this office action has been withdrawn or rendered moot in view of applicant's 
amendments and/or remarks. 

The following rejections are maintained: 

Claims 18-19 and 22 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-3 of U.S. Patent No. 6,649,619. The 
reasons provided in the previous office action are incorporated hereby reference. 

Applicant excludes the compound of the reference claims from claim 18, however, the 
claim includes structural analogs thereof that would be rendered obvious from the reference 
compound. Claim 19 continues to recite reference claimed compound, see the last listed species 
in claim 19. 

It is acknowledged that 'applicants agree to execute a terminal disclaimer'. 



The following rejections are necessitated by the amendment: 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 19 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 19 recites the limitation "l-(N-(2-ethylamino)ethyl)-N-(4-(4- 
trifluoromethylphenyl)benzyl)-aminocarbonylmethyl)-2-(4-fluorobenzyl)thio 
in page 3, lines 31-32. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in claim 18 on 
which claim 19 depends from. The compound has been excluded from claim 18, see the last 
three lines. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claim 27 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Priority 

Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on applications 
0003636 and 0101437 filed in Great Britain on February 16, 2000 and January 19, 2001 
respectively. It is noted, however, that applicant has not filed a certified copy of the foreign 
applications as required by 35 U.S.C. 1 19(b). The record of the parent applications 10/357,238 
and 09/782,390 does not indicate the receipt of the priority applications.
